Even  though  a school  for  science  and  math,  NCSSM  offers  much  of  the  same  diversity  of  class  selection 
in  social  science  as  in  other  departments.  Although  all  juniors  must  take  American  History,  this  year  with 
the  new  GPA  system,  juniors  were  given  the  choice  to  take  either  AP  or  regular  U.S.  History.  As  seniors, 
students  have  many  more  options;  they  can  elect  to  combine  history  with  literature  in  WRRD,  Asian,  or 
African.
